Professor A seer delivered the Judg* 
ment in the arbitration court in the

In giving his reason* for the award 
Professor Asser held that the schooner 
C. H. While was seized outside Russian

C aptain Henry H athaw ay in IWW 
w as aboard a w haler in the Indian 
ocean. 
At th at tim e he was third mate 
on the bark Onselle. 
As the Gnsellfi 
neannl the west const of Africa the 
lookout sighted a row boat flying a dis- 
tress signal, and at once everything 
necessary wa* being done to reach tho 
unfortunate craft, Which was found to 
contain an escaped convict from one of 
the nearby A ustralian colonies. 
When It came alongside the vessel, 
Mr. H athaw ay reached out bis hands 
and bellied on board the fugitive, who 
proved to be John Boyle O’Reilly, who 
later became Boston's adopted son and 
one of her most beloved and respected 
citizens. 
Mix months after his rescue O’Reilly 
Insisted on Joining the sailors who had 
been ordered out In a sm all b o a t com 


tinned 
years. 
After his return from Greenland Cap­ 
tain Hathaway was appointed chief of 
the jKilice of New Bedford and while 
serving bls native city in this capacity 
was again afforded an opjiortunity of 
being of service to O’Reilly. 
At this time the Clan-iia Gael were 
planning for the release of the Irish po 
Utica I prisoners who had I wen O'Reil­ 
ly’s companions In the prison from 
which he escaped. 
Although O’Reilly 
w as not a member of the clan, he was 
intrusted w ith their secret and not 
only entered heartily Into their scheme 
himself, but solicited the counsel and 
aid of Captain H athaw ay, and Jam es 
Jeffrey Roche says In bls account of 
their gigantic undertaking th at "lie 
found th at his loyalty and courage had 
not changed with years, for he entered 
Into the plHits will great zeal, bringing 
to the council the best attrib u tes of nu 
American sailor a warm heart and a 
cool head.” 
Acting Under his advice a vessel was 
bought and sent out, ostensibly on a 
whaling cruise, thus averting the sus­ 
picion w hich would be sure to attach to 
a ship of any other description cruising 
in W estern A ustralian w aters.

a “bad” whale, the one be doubtless re­ 
fers to in his poem, “The Amber 
W hale.” 
A fter being struck the w hale turned 
on bis pursuers and with a blow of bb 
flukes shattered the boat into atoms 
w ith the exception of a small piece of 
the stern, and to this H athaw ay clung 
and immediately looked for O'Reilly, 
whom he knew had been stunned. At 
first lie w as nowhere to be seen, but a 
moment later bis w hite face appeared 
on the opposite side of the wreck to 
which H athaw ay w as clinging. Quick­ 
ly seizing him by the hair. H athaw ay 
pulled him on to the only support left 
for either of them aud there held him 
for four hours. 
W hen relief reached them, O’Reilly 
soon recovered consciousness, but H ath ­ 
aw ay fell senseless and lay for many 
hours apparently dead. 
Two months later the Gazelle put in­ 
to the harbor of Uoderique, a British 
island in the Indian ocean, to get a 
supply of fresh w ater. 
Telegrams an­ 
nouncing the escape and description of 
O’Reilly had preceded her, and ju st be­ 
fore sunset on the day of his arrival a 
boat came alongside with the gov­ 
ernor of the island and a guard of po­ 
lice on board. 
H athaw ay w as on the 
ship’s deck at the time, and beside bim 
stood O’Reilly. 
It w as a moment in both their lives 
never to be forgotten, for between them 
had sprung up a friendship which in 
later years ripened into a love "passing 
the love of woman.” 
Before O’Reilly 
loomed up the tortures which be so 
well knew aw aited the deserter from 
an English prison, and to the sensitive, 
chivalrous nature of H athaw ay bis ap­ 
parent helplessness to save tile man for I 
whom he had recently risked bis life 
w as well nigli unbearable, but his 
adroitness and tact came to their assist­ 
ance, and the oilicers departed w ithout | 
recognizing the object of their search. 
Fearing for their return, H athaw ay 
concealed O’Reilly in an unused locker j 
which had for a cover one of the cabin 
stairs, and there he remained until the 
vessel was again out at sea. 
By this tim e O’Reilly’s identity had 
become known to the sailors on the 
Gazelle, and Captain Gifford, to whom 
O’Reilly dedicated his first book of 
poems, decided th a t the only safety re­ 
maining for his passenger was to trans­ 
fer him to another vessel before tho 
next port w as reached. 
This lie suc­ 
ceeded in doing, aud in a few months 
O’Reilly lauded safely in Philadelphia. 
C aptain 
H athaw ay’s 
next 
voyage 
after this eventful one w as to Green 
laud, and in November, 1870, the vessel 
on which he sailed was lost in the ice 
in Cumberland inlet, and the crew were 
obliged to rem ain with the natives until 
the following September, when they 
were rescued by Captain Spicer of the 
steam er Tigress, from New London.
